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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The Examiner contacted the Applicant's representative for the 
purpose of cancelling claims 19 and 32, correcting the antecedent basis of claim 30 and confirming the cancellation of 
claim 31. Claim 19 depends on a cancelled claim 33 and therefore has been cancelled, and claim 32 has been 
rewritten as claim 35 of the amendment of August 30, 2007 and therefore has also been cancelled. Claim 31 is a 

cancelled claim and the limitation "For use in be illuminated" has therefore been deleted. Note the attached
